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IN SENATE. 

Saturday, Feb. 19, 1848. 

The Journal was read bv the Clerk. 

A message from the House, announcing the pas- 
sage of certain bills, &.c. 

Petitions. 

Petitions were presented by Senators Grey and 
Swope, and appropriately referred. 

Mr. BOYD, from the committee on Religion, had 
leave to report a bill from the House, divorcing Eli- 
za A King. 

Mr. TODD moved to amend the bill by adding a 
section divorcing Hannah Dolin, of Fayette county; 
carried. 

Mr. WILLIAMS moved to amend the hill by ad- 
ding a section divorcing John Deeha, of Bourbon j 
county: carried. 

Mr.' EVANS moved to amend the bill by adding a 
section divorcing John M. Garrison, and wife; car- 
ried. 

Mr. HEADY moved to amend the bill by adding 
a section divorcing Henry Tunnel, and wife; car- 
ried. • 

Mr. THOMAS moved to amend the bill by ad- 
ding a section divorcing Catharine G. Stillweli; car- 
ried. 

Mr. BRADLEY moved to amend the bill by ad- 
ding a section divorcing Elizabeth Sweeny, of Hop- 
kins county; carried. 

Mr. P ICE moved to amend the bill by adding a 
section divorcing Jacob Lockwood; carried. 

Mr. TAYLOR had r.o idea that it would defeat . 
the passage of the bill, yet to show to the country 
how Senators stood or this matte*, he would call j 
the yeas and r.avc. 

Thje vote being than taken oc reading the bill as 
amended a third time was decided in the affirmative, 
by the following vote: Yeas lb, Nays 13. 

Mr. PATTERSON moved to dispense with the 
third reading, in order to put the bill on its pas- 
sage. 

Mr. SWOPE was determined to arrest the pas- 
sage of the bill if possible, and he therefore called 
the yeas and nays on dispensing with the third read- ] 
ing. The vote stood, yeas 21, nays 9. Four-fifths 
voting iu the affirmative being required on dispens- '• 
ing with the third reading, the motion was lost. 

Mr. PATTERSON moved that the bill have its 
third reading on Monday next at II o’clock; car- 
ried. 

The following message was received from the 
Governor, read, ordered to go on the Journal, and 
be printed:

and House of Representatives:

In my annual message, communicated to you at the ) 
commencement of the present session of the Gene- ; 
rai Assembly, it was shown that there had been an ] 
increase of the funded debt of the Stale, above ; 
what it was at the commencement of the preceding 
Geneial Assembly, by the amount of §J 0,159 86. 
This apparent increase of the debt, grew out of the 
fact that the holders of the Kentucky State Bonds 
that were due, faded to present them at the Treas- 
ury for payment, as they were notified, by proclama- 
tion to do. 

The act of the present session of the General 
Assembly, with regard to those bonds, has had the ! 
desired effect of forcing them in for redemption, and, 

I am gratified to be able to state to you, that since 
the commencement of the present session, there has 
been paid off of the public debt: 

6 per cent. 6 veers bonds, ... §14,600 00 

6 per cent. 6 years Railroad bonds, 1,000 00 

5 per cent, bond, ------ 1,000 00 

Total amount -of payments, §16.600 00 

Thus, not only has the increase of the debt been j 
paid off, but ihedebt itself has been reduced below 
the minimum at which it stood when the increase 
took place. 

The means of the Sinking Fund have not only 
been sufficient to diminish the debt, ns above stated, 
but there remains at this time in the Treasury, to 
the credit of the Sinking Fund, the amouat of §177,- 
182 37. This amount, together with the anticipa- 
• ted receipts, will enable the Commissioners, in the 
course of the present year, to meet promptly the 
accruing interest of the debt, aud to diminish, still 
further, the principal of the debt to the extent stated 
in mv message at the commencement of the session. 

Supposing you would like to have a knowledge of 
this change in the State debt, and of the present: 
prosperous condition of our financial affairs, to bear j 
home to your constituents, I have felt called on to 
commnuicate them. WM. OWSLEY, j

On motion of Mr EVANS, the rule was sus- 
pended to take up a joint resolution from the House, 
providing fora final adjournment on the 28th day of j 
February . 

The question being, “shall the resolution be adopt- 
ed?” was decided in the affirmative. 

Sjiecial order of the Day 

Being the election of a Keeper of the Penitenti- 
ary, 

Mr. HOBBS was appointed to inform the House, 
that the Senate was now ready to proceed with said 
election by joint ballot. 

A message was received from the House by Mr. 
BARLOW , informing the Senate Unit the House 
was now ready to proceed with the election of a 
Keeper of the Penitentiary. j 

Mr. J. SPEED SMITH nomir.ated Newton 
Craig. 

After the usual interhange-ef nominations, and no 
other candidate being nominated, 

Newton Criag was declared unanimously elect- 
ed Keeper of the Kentucky Penitentiary until 
March, 1855. 

Mr. WALKER, from the committee on Proposi- 
tions and Grievances, had leave to report a bill 
from the House, giving an additional Constable to 
the counties of Logan, Washington and Fleming.! 
The bill was read and passed. 

Mr. TODD, from the committee on Finance, had 
leave to report a bill for the benefit of Thos. Rank- 
in, Jailer of Harrison county — allowing him §50, 
the amount of a reward pai4 by bins for the appre- 
henson of a prisoner — who escaped jail, charged 
with murder. 

Mr. WILLIAMS moved to amend the bill by add- 
ing a section allowing. Jos. Porter, Jailer of Bour- 
bon county, $50, the fourth of the amount paid by 
him of a reward for the apprehension of a negro 
prisoner, who escaped jail, charged with rape; re- 
jected. 

Mr. DRAFFIN was opposed to taking money out 
of the Treasury for any such purpose — he hoped 
Senators who kept such a close guard over the i 



Treasury would wake up and see that this bill was 

defeated. 

The question being taken on the third reading of 
the bill, the yeas and nays being demanded, stood 
thus: Yeas21, nays 11. The bill was then read 
and passed. 

Orders of the Day. 

The bill to incorporate the Frankfort and Lexing- 
ton Railroad company. 

Mr. IIELM offered an amendment providing that 
when the Railroad from Louisville to Frankfort shall 
have been completed it shall continue in connection 
with the Frankfort and Lexington Railroad as one 
road; reserving the right to each company to govern 
their respective ends of the road. 

Mr. DRAFFIN addressed the Senate in opposi- 
tion to the amendment, arguing that the effect of the 
amendment would be to destroy the Navigation of 
the Kentucky River, and declared that the small in- 
terest of the State in this road was no comparison 
to her interest in the slack water navigation of the 
Kentucky. He was in hopes the amendment would 
be rejected. 

Messrs. HOBBS and HELM spoke in favor of the 
amendment, arguing that as facilities for transporta- 
tion and tra\ el are increased, the articles of trans- 
portation and travel are increased in proportion — 
revenue will he received in the increased value of 
the lands on the road and the property at the termi- 
nations, as well as the certain tax laid upon the 
capital invested in the road — the State, in the whole 
measure, would be advantaged instead of being in- 
jured. 

The debate was continued by Mr. Druffin in op- 
position to the amendment, ami Mr. Hobbs in favor 
of it, when. 

On motion, the Senate took a recess until half 
past 2 o’clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Leave was given to Mr. TAYLOR to introduce 
a supplementary bill to an act to incorporate the 
Paris and Winchester Turnpike Road Company, and 
the North Middletown Turnpike Road Company, 
and for other purposes; whereupon, he introduced 
the said bill, which was read and passed. 

Leave was given to Mr. SWOPE to introduce a 
bill to amend the charter of the Falmouth Bridge 
Company; referred. 

High Court of Impeachment. 

The Court was duly opened for the continuation 
of the argument in the trial of Jno. A. Duff, late 
Surveyor of Perry county, for high crimes and mis- 
demeanors in office. . 

Mr. HARLAN in behalf of the respondent, and 
Mr. TOWLES for the Commonwealth, having 
closed the argument in the case.the Court went in- 
to secret session to ascertain the opinions of the 
various members, before delivering the verdict. 

At 7 o’clock, the Court took a recess until Mon- 
day morning. 

On motion, tht Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Saturday, Feb. 19, 1848. 

The House was opened with prayer by the Rev. 
Mr. Robinson, of the Presbyterian Church. 

Journal was read by the Clerk. 

A message in writing from the Governor, in re- 
lation to the financial condition of the State, and it 
was ordered to be printed. 

Petitions were presented by Messrs. Kerrick, 
(also a remonstrance,) J. Field. Miller, (also a re- 
monstrance,) Blanton and Quarles, which were ap- 
propriately referred. 

Mr. SPEED moved a re-consideration of the vote 
by which the bill for the benefit of Isaac Bush was 
rejected; carried, and the bill was re-committed. 

Mr. JOHNSTON moved a re-consideration of the 
vote, by which the bill to amend the several acts 
incorporating the town of Paducah was passed. 
He had been informed that the friends of the bill 
wished to amend it, so as to make it less objection- 
able, &c. 

Mr. HAGGARD opposed the motion, and insist- 
ed that the object of the re-consideration was to 
obtain the possession of this same property, &c., ns 
intended in the first. 

Mr. T. D. BROWN was in favor of the motion, 
in order to give an opportunity to amend the bill. 
He could see no objection to granting the same 
rights and powers to Paducah, which were granted 
to other river towns, &c. 

Mr. GAINES was opposed to the motion, as the 
close of the session was near at hand, and there 
were important, measures to be acted upon, and he 
hoped the motion would be voted down. 

Mr. COLLINS advocated the motion. The 
friends of the bill proposed to amend by adding a 
section, making it obligatory upon the town to 
build and keep at the foot of a certain street, a good 
and sufficient wharf boat. He reviewed 1 lie grounds 
upon which the opposition to the bill had been 
based, and showed that the proposed amendment 
would obviate the objections urged against it, Ac. 

Mr. BOURLAN 1) was in favor of the motion, and 
advocated it at some length. He was of the opin- 
ion that the good of the county demanded the pas- 
sage of the bill, and he should vote for it. 

The motion to re-consider was then lost. 

Mr. WINTERSMITH — Chairman of the com- 
mittee on Federal Relations — laid upon the table 
the following joint resolution, which lay over one 
day under the rule: 

Whereas, the construction of a Railroad across 
the continent of North America would make the 
United States the great highway between Europe 
and the populous and wealthy Empires of Asia; would 
greatly facilitate our own intercourse with those re- 
gions; would consolidate the interests of our Un- 
ion; would connect and bind Oregon and the Pacific 
coast to us; and would give a fresh impetus to our 
great agricultural, manufacturing, and commercial 
interests: and whereas, this stupendous work can 
be accomplished by an appropriation and sale of the 
public lands, which constitute a fund applicable for 
defraying the expenses of the undertaking, as a small 
part of them would furnish the means and the value 
of the remainder would be greatly enhanced there- 
by; and whereas, the plan of .Mr. Asa Whitney, of 
New York, in its great outlines, is, in our opinion, 
the only practicable scheme for the accomplishment 
of this great undertaking, which should be com- 
menced without delay. Therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. That we approve of 
Mr. Whitney’s plan, as explained by himself to us, 
of constructing a Railroad from Lake Michigan to 
the Pacific Ocean, from an appropriation and sale of 
the public lands on its line, connecting the sale and 
settlement ot the lands with the building of the road, 
making it an individual enterprise, still under the 
control of Congress; and we earnestly recommend 
its adoption, and the measure to the early and favor- 
able consideration and action of Congress. 

2. Be it resolveil. That our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress be and they are hereby re- 
quested to give this measure their prompt attention 
and support. 

3. Be it resolved, That his Excellency the Gov- 
ernor be and he is hereby requested to transmit a 
copy of these resolutions and preamble to the Execu- 
tives of each of the States in the Union, and a like 
copy to the Senators and members of the House of 
Representatives from this State in the Congress of 
the United States. 

They were ordered to be printed, and made the 
special order for Monday.

State road leading from Bowlinggreen to Green- • 
ville; reail and passed. 

Mr. BOULWARE, a bill for the benefit of John 
H. Parish; read and passed. 

Air. JUDD, a bill for the benefit of Garnet Dow- 
ell; read and passed 

31 r. BELL, a bill for the benefit of Thos. Phipps, 
Sheriff of Ohio county; read and passed. 

.Mr. BALLINGAL, a bill to amend an act to in- 
corporate the Carlisle and Sharpsburg Turnpike 
Road Company; read and passed. 

Mr. T. I). BROWN, a bill to revise and amend 
the charter of the Shepherdsville and Louisville 
Turnpike Road Company, with amendments thereto; 
read. 

.Mr. It. H. FI ELD explained the amendments, 
and he believed that they obviated the objections 
urged against the original bill. The amendments 
were then adopted. 

Mr. HAGGARD was opposed to the bill, even 
with its amendment. It would be a tax upon al I 
the Southern portion of the State that traded with 
Louisville, and it would have n tendency to drive 
patronage from that city. This was the only road 
by which his constituents could get to Louisville 
without being tolled, and they will have got over all 
the worst portion of the road to that city, when they 
get to this road, ami he was opposed to taxing a 
forge portion of the State for the purpose of bene- 
fiting a few capitalists who owned this road. He 
opposed the bill atsuinc length. 

Mr. BARLOW’ 1 j I ly concurred with the gentle- 
man from Cumberland, (Mr. Haggard.) 

Mr. BUSH thought the passage of this bill was 
actually demanded for the welfare of the City of 
Louisville. 

Mr. R. H. FIELD thought the opposition to this 
bill was ungenerous and selfish. It was not the on- 
ly road by which tke citizens of Cumberland could 
get to Louisville, there were other roads. The city 
of Louisville was very much interested in the pas- 
sage of this bill, as well as the whole State, and he 
hoped it would pass. He advocated the bill at some 
length. 

Mr. T. I). BROWN had some objections to the 
original bill, but the amendments had obviated those 
objections. The constituents of the gentleman from 
Cumberland, (Mr. Haggard) had varied interests; 
they had some interest in every thing that he chose 
to oppose. It seemed to him that the bill was sc> 
clearly right, that there could be but few in thii; 
House who would opgose it. 

Mr. HAGGARD was replying to the gentleman 
from Hardin, (Mr. Brown.) when 12 o’clock having 
arrived, the Speaker announced the 

Sj)e.cial Order of the Day. 

Messrs. Barlow, Collins and Talbutt were charged 
with a message to the Senate, announcing that the 
House was ready to proceed to the joint order of th e 
day — the election of Keeper of the Penitentiary. 

A message from the Senate, announcing the read) - 
ness of that body to proceed to the joint order. 

Nominations being in order. Mr. BARLOW’ nomi - 
nated Mr. Newton Craig. 

Mr. COMBS stated he had been requested to an- 
nounce that Mr. Jesse Bayles would not be a can - 
didate for that office. 

The same committee informed the Senate of the 
nomination of the House. 

Senator J. SPEED SMITH announced a mes- 
sage from the Senate, that Mr. Newton Craig was 
the only person in nomination before the Senate. 

| The same committee having compared the joint i 
j vote of both Houses, announced that Mr. Newton i 
I Craig was unanimonsly elected Keeper of the Pen- 
itentiary. 

Mr. COMBS advocated the passage of the bil l 
under consideration when 12 o’clock arrived, and 
insisted that its passage was demanded upon tin s 
principles of justice to the people of Louisville, am 1 
a great portion of the State. He advocated the bil 1 
at length. 

Mr. BARLOW’ opposed the passage of the bill 
at some length, and replied to the gentleman from 
Fayette, (Mr. Combs.) 

Mr. TOWLES said, that if lie understood the 
project under consideration, it merely proposes to 
grant a charter lor a turnpike road from the city of 
Ixniisviile to Shepherdsville, in the adjacent county 
of Bullitt. The people wishing the construction of 
this road, ask nothing from the treasury, and propose 
to make it entirely with their own means. The 
rates of tolls to be collected are not charged to be 
onerous or more than a fair equivalent lor the in- 
creased facilities lor transportation the road would 
afford. It was with surprise then, that he witnessed 
the opposition of the usually liberal gentlemen from 
Mu n roe and Cumberland, (Mr. Barlow and Mr. Hag- 
gard.) t he only grounds of opposition so far as he 
understood them, were, that at certain seasons, the 
constituents of those gentlemen were under the ne- 
cessity of hauling tlieif produce and merchandize to, 
and from Louisville, along the proposed road, and 
they would be under the necessity of paying toll. 
He hoped that a mud road would be kept open for 
the special and particular use ot those gentlemen 
and their constituents, and that the citizens of Lou- 
isville and Bullitt, who preferred good roads to bad 
ones, would be allowed to construct a road with 
their own money. The gentlemen had remarked 
that there were no turnpike roads in their counties, ; 
and their constituents were necessarily compelled 
to travel some distance on bad roads, in order to 
reach a turnpike. He was the last man upon this 
floor, even by the most remote insinuation, to im- 
pugn the motives of any gentlemen, and disclaimed 
any such intention, but it seemed to him, that oppo- 
sition upon the part of gentlemen who represent i 
counties where they either would not, or could not, 
construct turnpike roads, to their construction bv 
those who can, and will make them, and for use and 
convenience, they are deemed necessary, might find 
a parallel, in the well known case of the dog in the! 



manger, who, because he could not eat the hay him- 1 
selt would not allow the ox to do so. He was in 
favor of constructing turnpike roads in every part of 
the Commoawealth where they might be deemed 
necessary, and it could be done without undue ex- 
pense to the treasury. The prosperty of every 
country depended very materially on the state of its 
highways, which constituted a very considerable 
portion of the asterial system of the commerce of 
the country, and lie hoped, that in cases where good 
roads cannot be constructed at the public cost, that 
individuals or corporations might be allowed to con- ! 
struct them under proper guards and limitations. 

The yeas and nays being called on the final pas- 
sage of the bill, it was carried; 65 to 26. 

3Ir. BOULW ARE, a bill to amend the 65th sec- 
tion of the militia law; read and lost. 

Mr. HUGHES, a bill for the benefit of George 
Johnson; read, when 

Mr. \\ OLFORD moved to amend by adding a 
section for the benefit ol James Clark, Sheriff' of 
Casey county; adopted. 

Mr. ELLIOTT moved to amend by adding a sec- 
tion for the benefit of the Sheriff’ of Breathitt coun- 
ty; adopted. 

Mr. WILLIAMS moved to amend by adding a 
section for the benefit of Joseph Lumpkins and Jes- 
se Cassidy, of Morgan county; adopted, and the 
bill as amended was then passed. 

Mr. FORDE, a bill for the benefit of Martha 
Anderson; read. 

3lr. FORDE made a statement of the facts in the 
case, and advocated the passage of the bill. 

Mr. WILLIAMS was in favor of all such bills 
as these, and he should vote for them. 

The bill was further discussed by Messrs. Hughes, 
Williams, Warren and Towles. 

The yeas and nays being called, it was lost; 33 
to 43. 

Mr. HUGHES moved to re-consider the vote by 
which the bill to amend the charter of the Carlisle 
and Sharpsburg Turnpike Road Company was pass- 
ed. 

Mr. BALLINGAL was opposed to the motion. 

Mr. COLLINS wished to have the vote recon- 
sidered, in order to refer it, and allow the friends 
and opponents of the bill to appear before the com- 
mittee. 

The motion was then lost. 

Mr. CARLISLE, a bill to change a part of the 
State road in Kenton county; read and passed. 

Mr. BELL, a bill to authorize th Court of Appeals 
of the 49th Regiment, Kentucky Militia, to hear 
appeals in certain cases; read and passed. 

Mr. GARNETT had leave to bring in a bill to 
amend an act for the benefit of the Lexington, Har- 
rodsburg and Perry ville turnpike company; referred. 

Mr. RAILEY had leave to bring in a bill for the 
benefit of Benjamin Lancaster’s administrators and 
heirs; referred. 

Mr. McRE YNOLDS, a bill for the benefit of Geo. 
W. Boyle; read. 

Mr. (.’HILTON moved to amend by adding a sec- 
tion for the benefit of Drury W. Taylor; adopted. 

Mr. 31. E. WHITE offered to amend by adding a 
section for the benefit of Isom J. Jones; adopted, 
and the bill was then passed. 

3Ir. J. STEVENS had leave of absence for the 
balance of the session. 

3Ir. HAGGA RD, a bill to allow an additional 
term to the Cumberland Circuit Court; read. 

3Ir. DOUGERTY moved to amend by adding a 
section to allow an additional term to the Pendleton 
Circuit Court; adopted. 

3Ir. ELLIOTT moved to amend by extending the 
provisions of the act to the Floyd Circuit Court; 
adopted, and the bill was then passed. 

3Ir. ELLIOTT had leave to bring in a bill to 
change the venue in the prosecution of Wm. Rat- 
liff. .Matthew Clay, David James, Wm.

old one, we heartily approve of the calling of a 
convention. 

Resolved, That in bidding adieu to our present 
constitution, we cannot but feel that we are parting 
with a tower of strength, which has supported and 
protected our proud State, unscathed amid the storms 
of discord and waves of party strife; and that we 
tender to its venerable framers and their departed 
spirits, viz: Bullitt, Adair, Rowan, Ewing, 31arshall, 1 
Grundy, Bell, Logan, Breckinridge and others, our 
sincere thanks for the many blessings which the 
exercise of their wisdom in its formation, has liith- , 
erto secured to us. 

Resolved, That as a respectable portion of the cit- 
izens of our State are opposed to the call ot a con- 
vention, and have rights and privileges which should 
be respected, we learn with feelings of sincere re- 
gret, that some of our neighboring county meet- 
ings have instructed their delegates to vote tor no 
man as candidate for Governor, who is not a thor- 
ough-going, wool-dyed, teeth and toe-nail, conven- 
tionist,even though he be a talented, sterling Whig, 
gentleman and scholar. 

Resolved, That such a course is but calculated to 
disturb the equanimity of operations in the meeting, 
embitter feelings and sow discord, distrust, and prob- 
ably the seeds of defeat, in the canvass. 

Resolved, That believing Archibald Dixon, our j 
present Lieut. Governor, to be that talented, ster- 
ling VV’liig, gentleman and scholar, our delegates 
above named, are hereby instructed and requested 
to vote for him as such candidate, if there be a 
probability cf success; yet, should there be others 
more prominent, embodying the above requisites, 
we desire the exercise of their own good judgment, 
in selecting the' most available. 

Resolved, That having every confidence in the 
ability and integrity of our friend and neighbor, 
Judge James Campbelll, of McCracken county, 
we hereby instruct our delegates to vote for him 
as the nominee of said meeting of 22d inst., as the 
Whig candidate for the office of Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor — leaving them, however, free to act as under 
instructions, touching the selection of a candidate 
for Governor. 



Resolved, That should Mr. Dixon and Judge Camp- 
bell receive the nominations as candidates for the 
offices named, we, individually and collectively, ten- 
der them, or any other nominee of said meeting, 
our hearty support and suffrage.

The Blind. — One of the most interesting exhi- 
bitions of the wonderful progress of the pupils of 
the Kentucky Institution for the education of the 
* Blind,, it has ever been our pleasure to witness, took 
: place in the Hall of Representatives, on Friday j 
night last. Mr. Patten, the benevolent and most 
excellent snperintendant of that institution, with a 
view to satisfy the Representatives of the people, 
that their donations to the institution had been pro- 
ductive of good, brought with him several of the pu- 
pils of different ages, and in the presence of a large 
majority of both Houses of the Legislature, a num- 
of ladies and many citizens of the town and stran- 
gers, subjected them to a rigid examination in read- 
ing, grammar, arithmetic, geography, music, &c. 
The examination was eminently successful and sat- 
isfactory. 

We have often heard it said that the blind excel 
in music — we saw it fully demonstrated on Friday 
evening last. A trio, sung by Mr. Smith, the music 
teacher, and two of the young ladies, pupils, was 
one of the most touching and beautiful songs we 
have ever heard. A song by little Ellen, a beauti- 
ful little blind girl of ten or eleven years of age, 
brought tears to almost every eye. She has a beau- 
tiful voice, and sings with a taste and feeling, to which 
most children of her age are strangers. Indeed 
every thing connected with the exhibition was in 
the highest degree creditable to the Superintendent 
and pupils. 

The institution is now in the sixth year of its 
existence, upwards of thirty pupils are in attendance. 
An appropriation is needed, we learn from the Su- 
perintendant, to purchase an Organ, a Piano, &c., 
&,c. We will not suffer ourselves to doubt the 
readiness of the Legislature, to give uny reasonable 
sum that may be deemed necessary, for the advance- 
v ment of so noble and philanthropic an object, as the 
m education and improvement of the condition of the 
blind. The citizensof Louisville, with their accus- 
tomed libera'ity, have given large sums in aid of this 
. institution; but the people of that city are heavily 
taxed for other benevolent purposes, and besides, the 
► blind school is a State institution — it is an honor to 
the State, and the State’s Representatives will, we 
feel assured, be proud to sustain it. The sum ap- 
propriated. whatever it may be, will not be missed — 
Heaven always prospers those who contribute to the 
unfortunate.

ties that may be required of them; but it does seem 
to me, to he unjust, unwise, and in very bad taste, 
for the friends of either to attempt, by insinuation 
or otherwise, to place a false coloring on the past or 
present action of either of those gentlemen. All 
that is needed, or can be desired bv the Whig State 
Convention, is to know facts touching qualification 
and availability before the peojtle; or, in other words, 
w hether either of those gentlemen, under all the 
circumstances, is now the choice of the Whigs of 
Kentucky! And from my knowledge of that party 
in its past struggles, an honest response to this ques- 
tion by the convention, will meet with entire ap- 
probation. But, suppose the friends of either, con- 
tinue to disparage the nomination of Dixon, by in- 
sinuations “that he is at heart, and in feeling, op- 
‘ posed to any reform in our present constitution; 
‘that he voted at the last August election against 
‘the call of a convention; that he is a man of in- 
fluence, and that his county is anti-convention.” 
What benefit, I ask, can result to the Whig party 
by this mode of operation! Mr. Dixon has proved 
himself a tried and faithful Whig; his honesty and 
integrity has never been questioned; he has at all 
times publicly and privately proclaimed that lie is, 
and ever has been, a firm and steadfast friend and 
advocate of the convention: and has it come to 
this, that he is not to be believed! that his word 
before the great Whig party is to stand for nothing! 
Such action is unkind, unmerited, and will eventu- 
ate in no good to the Whig cause. Again, it has 
been whispered in silent and secret places, by those 
who desire to prostrate forever the political preten- 
sions of Mr. Graves, “that the Cilley duel is a bad 
‘ affair; that he is a man of blood! that he violated 
‘the laws of humanity! that the moral sense and 
‘Christian feeling is against his claims for the of- 
‘fice, &.c.” These wicked and false charges have, 
been circulated in each town, county, and hamlet 
in the state; and for the sole object of forestalling 
public opinion, and thereby prejudice his just claims 
before the convention. And hen he, at the ear- 
liest solicitation of his particular friends, and in ac- 
cordance w ith the advice of some of the best and 
purest men in Kentucky, took upon himself the very 
painful task of a full and fair explanation of his ac- 
tion in this matter, how is he treated by some of his 
pretended Whig friends! Why they charge him to 
be “a shameless electioneer for the high office of 
‘Governor! that no man ever urged the Cilley duel 
‘ affair but himself or friends; and that the entire 

* matter has been gotten up in order to produce the 

* cry of persecution.” 

In sincerity, and with all the feelings of kindness 
tow ards those who have taken part in this small and 
pitiful mode of warlare, I would ask what good can 
accrue to your respective favorites ! Or rather, 
have you weighed the great injury you are inflict- 
ing on the Whig party, by a petty gratification of 
private malice ! Are those men who have spent the 
better part of their lives in the service of their coun- 
try, and who have been ready at the call of their 
party, to enter the death struggle for the maintain- 
ance of principles held sacred by every true Whig: 
are they. I ask, to be offered up as a sacrifice on the 
altar of private malice and personal revenge ! Has 
it come to this, that a few ptjlihcal jades are to ostra- 
cise the best soldiers in the great Whig army, in 
order that they may continue to rule ! It will not 
be denied that each aspirant has the right to define 
his po&ition in relation to any matter touching the 
interests of the party — or that may be a fit sub- 
ject of consideration before the convention. 

It has never heretofore become the duty of Mr. 
Graves to justify his conduct in the Cilley duel, 
even before his political enemies, much less his 
friends. But now, when he comes forward for the 
purpose of relieving his fair name from the suspicion 
of wrong, and that he might stand fully justified, 
according to the laws of humanity, before his coun- 
trymen, he is met with the rebuke “of electioneer- 
ing for a high office.” These are matters of very 
delicate texture, and should be referred to with 
kindness and gentleness. The men who were the 
immediate friends and advisers of Mr. Graves in 
that truly unfortunate affair, have, (when called on,) 
freely testified to his mournful yet manly bearing. 
And, no Kentuckian would dare to insinuate these 
friends and advisers w ould at any time become in- 
struments in the hands of a duelist, in order that 
the laws of humanity should be violated. No hu- 
man being of manly spirit — certainly no true heart- 
ed son of Kentucky, would, under the same circum- 
stances, dared to have done otherwise than was 
done by Mr. Graves.

Appointed by the Executive of the Commonwealth, 

II contemplates a Military Organization lor Literary and Sci- 
A eutitic purpqses; an education eminently scientific and prac- 
tical; tbe formation of regular habits, and the diffusion of a 
knowledge of Military Science. 

Military duties will not be permitted to interfere with the pu- 
pil’s progress iu study, but will rather take the place of his un- 
profitable, and often, vicious play. 

The course of study adopted, and which will be required in 
order to graduation, is that usually taught in the best Colleges, 
except that but oue language is required, (Latin or French,) the 
time usually occupied by the second, being devote.! to a more ex- 
tended course in .Mathematics. Natural Science and English Lit 
erature. 

A Preparatory Department is organized i,n connection with the 
Institute, in which boys of any age are taken, and are subjected 
totbc same Military discipline as the Cadets. 

The position of the Institute, at the Franklin Springs, neat 
Frankfort, Kentucky, (recently occupied by the Franklin Insti- 
tute,) is admirably adapted in every respect to Academical pur 
poses; the locality being airy and healthy, tbe mineral waters 
salubrious. the buildiugselegant, extensive and commodious, and 
entirely apart from tlie contamination and multiplied malign in- 
flucuccs, which seem inseparable from a city or village residence. 

The Institution is placed under the charge of Col. K. T. P. 
ALLEN, as Si i-krintkndknt, who has been brought prominent 
ly before the public, as a competent and successful teacher and 
governor of youth, by his honorable graduation at the United 
States Military Academy; bis subsequent coiinectiou with the 
Army, and with the Engineering Service of the General Govern 
ment, as Superintendent of public works; by bis long experi- 
ence as an Instructor, by his recent couuection with the Transyl- 
vania University. 

The Academic Year will he divided into two Sessions 
of twenty one weeks each- 

The first commencing on the 1st Monday in October, and the 
second on the 1st Monday in March. The only vacation occupying 
the months of August and September. 

The month of July will be *|>ent in an excursion tnrough the 
Stale, for the better study of its Geology aud of Natural Science 
generally. 

Applicants for admission, on paying the charge ofthe Institute, 
and presenting a rertificate of good moral character, will be ad 
mitted inio the classes as their advancement may justify, and 
upon satisfactorily passing the next examination thereafter, will 
beentilled to a warrant of appointment, as Cadet. Poor the Gov- 
ernor. The uniform of the Cadets is plain and neat, and being ol 
Kentucky Jeaus, will greatly reduce tbe expense of their clothing.
